In  Concord  visit  the  old  Wright  Tavern,  the  North  Bridge,  where  the  Americans  on  the 
west  bank  faced  the  British  on  the  east;  the  cemetery,  where  Emerson  ,Thoreau,  Haw¬ 
thorne  lie;  and  the  row  of  historic  houses  along  Lexington  road.  The  site  of  Thoreau’s 
hut  on  Walden  Pond  is  yearly  visited  by  many.

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PLYMOUTH  and  the  SOUTH  SHORE  (100  m.).  This  makes  a  pleasant  day  run,  with 
plenty  of  time  to  view  this  pretty  and  historic  town,  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  Best  take  the  longer,  macadam  route  via  Cohasset,  and,  if  you  please,  detour  over 
the  Jerusalem  road.  We  pass  Marshfield,  where  is  the  old  Daniel  Webster  house,  and 
Duxbury,  with  the  towering  shaft  of  the  Standish  monument.  Plymouth  (see  page  46) 
has  the  Forefathers  Monument,  the  Plymouth  Rock,  Burial  Hill,  the  relics  at  Plymouth 
Hall,  and  is  also  itself  a  most  attractive  little  summer  town.  “Dollar  dinners”  at  a  res¬ 
taurant,  or  a  meal  at  one  of  the  local  inns.  There  is  a  good,  hotel  ( Pilgrim )  two  miles 
farther  down. 

GLOUCESTER  and  the  NORTH  SHORE  (90  m.).  Another  easy  day  motor  trip  by  park¬ 
way  and  boulevard  to  historic  old  Salem,  and  then  up  beautiful  Hale  Street  along  the 
North  Shore.  Good  inns  and  many  pretty  spots  along  by  Manchester  and  Magnolia, 
and  at  Gloucester  one  of  those  famous  “fish  dinners”.  Make  the  circuit  of  Cape  Ann 
afterward,  and  if  you  prefer,  return  via  Ipswich  and  the  turnpike.

The 
run  may  be  prolonged  to  Hull,  or  one  may  return  via  the  famous  Jerusalem  road  to 
Cohasset,  then  by  macadam  back  to  Boston.
